Genealogy 


Dwight Pollard was born in 1850. He married Georgiana Kingsbury. Georgiana was born in 1849. They 
had children including Mortimer and George. Dwight worked for the Bridge Company and later for a 
brickyard. Georgiana died in 1925 and Dwight in 1928. They are buried in the Wilcox Cemetery.

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17. OTHER NOTABLE FEATURES OF BUILDING OR SITE (interior and/or exterior) 
The Dwight Pollard House has a two-bay facade with a full-width, one- 
story shed-roofed porch. The porch has turned posts and pilasters, 
a later shingled rail, and simple curved post brackets with drops at 
top and bottom. Windows have wide plain board surrounds and are fitted 
with 2-over-2 sash. In the gable peak is a coursed staggered-butt 
shingles; there is a single square attic louvre. There is a verge- 
board with square, drilled blocks in a recessed central panel. The 
roof has exposed notched rafters. To the right is a small shed- 
roofed bay; to the rear is a one-story parallel extension. 
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Architecturally, the Dwight Pollard House is significant as a good 
example of simple, Victorian Vernacular working-class housing. Based 
on a simple rectangular plan, it shows the ornamental woodwork that 
is a hallmark of the Victorian Vernacular house, including the turned 
porch posts with brackets, staggered-butt shingles, and vergeboard. 


Dwight Pollard worked for Berlin Iron Bridge Company. He purchased this 
lot directly from the Bridge Company in 1889 and probably built the 
house immediately thereafter. Historically, this house is significant 
as a reminder of the boom years of Berlin Iron Bridge during the 1880s 
and 1890s. The majority of the houses in this East Berlin date to 

this period, as do both the Methodist and Catholic churches. 
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
